§ 76-1.  Definitions. 
 
For the purpose of this Chapter, the following definitions will apply: 
 
A-WEIGHTED SOUND PRESSURE LEVEL - The sound pressure level as measured on 
an American National Standards Institute (ANSI) sound-level meter using the A-
weighted network.  It is the approximate noise level as heard by the human ear, measured 
in decibels, and denoted as dB(A). 
 
AMBIENT NOISE LEVEL - The sound pressure level of the all-encompassing noise 
associated with a given environment, being usually a composite of sounds from many 
sources and excluding the specific noise under investigation; the A-weighted sound 
pressure level exceeded ninety percent (90%) of the time (L90). 
 
CONSTRUCTION - Any site preparation, assembly, erection, substantial repairs, 
alterations or similar action for or of public or private rights-of-way, structures, utilities 
or similar property. 
 
DAYTIME HOURS - 7:00 a.m. until 9:00 p.m. on weekdays, 8:00 a.m. until 9:00 p.m. 
weekends and holidays, unless otherwise stated herein. 
 
DECIBEL - A logarithmic unit of measure used in describing the relative intensity of 
sound denoted as dB(A). 
 
DEMOLITION - Any dismantlings, intentional destruction or removal of structures, 
utilities, public or private right-of-way surfaces or similar property. 
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EMERGENCY VEHICLES - Authorized publicly or privately owned ambulances or 
motor vehicles belonging to a fire or police department or to any federal, state, parish or 
municipal agency, provided that said vehicles are in use as emergency vehicles by one 
authorized to use said vehicles for that purpose. 
 
IMPULSIVE SOUND - Sound of short duration, usually less than one (1) second, with 
an abrupt onset and rapid decay.  Examples of sources of impulsive sound include 
explosions, drop forge impacts and the discharge of firearms. 

MOTOR VEHICLE - Any two-or-more-wheeled vehicle or machine, propelled or drawn 
by mechanical power and used on the public roads and highways in the transportation of 
passengers or property, or any combination thereof, which is required to be licensed, but 
does not include vehicles, locomotives or cars operated exclusively on rail or rails. 
 
NIGHTTIME HOURS - 9:00 p.m. until 7:00 a.m. weekdays, 9:00 p.m. until 8:00 a.m. 
weekends and holidays, unless otherwise stated herein. 
 
NOISE - Any sound which exceeds the maximum permissible Sound Levels by land use 
categories as given in § 76-6. 
 
PERSON - Any individual, association, partnership, corporation, joint venture or any 
entity, public or private in nature. 
 
PLAINLY AUDIBLE SOUND - Any sound for which the information content of that 
sound is unambiguously communicated to the listener, such as but not limited to 
understandable spoken speech, comprehension of whether a voice is raised or normal, or 
comprehensible musical rhythms. 
 
POWERED MODEL VEHICLE - Any self-propelled airborne, waterborne or landborne 
model plane, model vessel or model vehicle which is not designed to carry persons, 
including but not limited to any model airplane, boat, car, drone or rocket. 
 
POWER EQUIPMENT - Any machine, tool or similar device driven or operated by a 
motor. 
 
PUBLIC RIGHT-OF-WAY- Any street, avenue, boulevard, highway, sidewalk, alley or 
similar place normally accessible to the public which is owned or controlled by a 
governmental entity. 
 
SOUND-AMPLIFYING EQUIPMENT - Any equipment, machine or device used for the 
sound amplification of the human voice, music or any other sound. 
 
SOUND LEVEL- In decibels, the A-weighted sound pressure level obtained by use of a 
sound-level meter as specified by the American National Standards Institute. 
 
SOUND-LEVEL METER - An instrument for measuring sound, including a microphone, 
amplifier, output meter and weighting network that is sensitive to pressure fluctuations. 
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VILLAGE – The Village of Cold Spring 
 
 
§ 76-2. Prohibited acts; determination.: 
 
A. The making and creating, within the Village, of an excessive or unusually loud 
noiseNoise, or a noiseNoise which, as heard without measurement, is considered to be 
unreasonable and objectionable because it is impulsiveImpulsive, continuous, rhythmic, 
periodic or shrill within the village as heard without measurement with intent to cause, 
and causing public inconvenience, annoyance or alarm, or recklessly creatingcreate a risk 
thereof; or, Noise that is heard and measured in the manner prescribed in § 76-24, is 
hereby declared to be unlawful; except when made under and in compliance with a 
permit issued pursuant to § 76-2.  In proof of a violation of this chapter, evidence of noise 
heard and measured in the manner prescribed in § 76-2 which is less than that required 
for a conviction by use of test or measurement as set out in § 76-2 may be offered to 
prove a violation of this chapter as heard without measurement.  The time and location of 
the noise as well as the above-mentioned characteristics of noise shall be considered in 
reaching a decision under this chapter.4.  
 
B. It shall be unlawful for any personPerson to operate or to allow to be operated any 
source of sound or any type of vehicleVehicle, including power model vehiclesPowered 
Model Vehicles, machine, motorMotor, model airplane or device or carry on any other 
activity in such a manner as would be a violation of § 76-35 or other applicable sections 
contained herein. 
 
 
§ 76-23 Determination 
 
In proof of a violation of this Chapter, evidence of Noise heard and measured in the 
manner prescribed in § 76-4 which is less than that required for a conviction by use of 
test or measurement as set out in § 76-4 may be offered to prove a violation of this 
Chapter as heard without measurement.  The time and location of the Noise as well as the 
above-mentioned characteristics of Noise shall be considered in reaching a decision 
under this Chapter. 
 
§ 76-4.  Classification; measurement. 
 
A. For purposes of determining and classifying any noiseNoise as excessive or 
unusually loud as declared to be unlawful and prohibited by this chapterChapter, the 
following test measurements and requirements may be applied; provided, however, that a 
violation of § 76-12 may occur without the following measurements being made.11
